Mr. Schwab Says Tlint, Like Spell hie, 


fiee<i*f More Attention. 


Chicago, 'March 31.—Trustee Joseph 


S. Schwab of the board o£ education 
declares that in connection with his 
efforts to have more attention paid to 
the study of spelling, he i.s going to 
insist upon greater care being given to 
the art of writing. In the course o£ 
his investigations ho has found tha 
pupils in the schools are very pool 
writers. 
In the lower grades, where 


copy books are used,, it is found tba 
the teachers only make the children 
use them about once a month. When 
the pupils reach the higher grades thej 
write very badly.. "No business man 
will take any boy into his office who 
does not write a good hand," says Mr 
Schwab, "and for that reason I believe 
that writing, like spelling, should 
given the greatest attention.

TEARS SHED AT A DOG'S FUNERAL 


Wonderful Canine, Property of George B. Clason, 


Buried With Ceremonies in Chicago Yesterday- 
Children Strewed Flowers on the Grave and 
Wept—Testimonial of Regard That Few Human 
Beings Ever Received—The Dog Was Able to 
Calculate Figures and Was a Human Mind 
Reader. 


Chicago, March 31—Bozzie was ten- 


derly laid to rest yesterday. Bozzie was 
only a dog, but it was her good fortune 
to be better known and more sincerely 
loved than moat people. 
She now lies 


buried in the rear of the lot upon which 
stands the home of her master, George 
B. Clason, and her grave has been wa- 
tered by the tears of 
more than fifty 


school children. 


Strange as it may seem to those who 


did not know Bozzie, it was a funeral 
which made tense the heartstrings of 
everyone present. Staid professors, who 
had often marveled at the dog's wonder- 
ful tricks and mind reading feats,1 min- 
gled their tears and regrets with those 
of 
Bozzie's sad playfellows, the chil- 


dren. It was a scene fraught with pa- 
thetic incidents. 


Body in a White Casket 


Mr. Clason had determined that the 


dog, which had been his inseparable 
companion day and night for many 
years, should not be buried after the 
manner of common dogs, but he did not 
toll his neighbors of his purpose. 
He 


had Bozzie's body prepared for the grave 
and placed in a white casket all silk 
lined. Then he tenderly wrapped the 
body in the silk coverlet which had been 
her covering every night for five years.

TAXES 


Secretary Gage lutimute* the President 


Will Recommend Midi Action. 


Washington, March 3—("Special Tele- 


gram]—Secretary Gage has prepared a 
statement of the receipts and expendi- 
tures of government whereby he shows 
that some of the war taxes can safely be 
reduced. 
It is thought this action has 


been taken after consultation 
with the 


President, who is likely soon to recom- 
mend to congress that the reduction be 
made. 


According to the figures prepared by 


the secretary there has accumulated 
since July 1,1889, a surplus of revenues, 
over receipts of Sn3,000,000. By the 
end of June this year, this surplus will 
probably have been increased to more 
tlmn 360.000,000. 


These 
expenditures 
are becoming 


smaller every week and with the surplus 
now on hand the war taxes might be cut 
down and still insure enough revenue to 
meet all demands.

Across Spring Brook it has 
been surveyed creasing the Bailoy farm 
and coming out across a small portion 
fo the Miltiinore property onto Eastern 
avenue near Armour avenue.

point the surveyors have placed the line 
so that 
tunnelling

Thic will bring the road into the Cur- 


tiss stone quarry on the south side of

bridge in 


Monterey.
